To ensure accountability for the expenditure
of transportation revenue by agencies responsible for delivering
transportation services and prograns to the traveling and taxpaying
public, an objective and systematic assessnent of the services and
prograns admnistered by the departnents of transportation and
licensing and the Washington state patrol is essential.

Section 106 gives the Joint Legislative Audit and Review Conm ttee
(JLARC) a $1.5 million appropriation to conduct a performance audit of
t he Departnent of Transportation, the Washington State Patrol, and the
Depart ment of Licensing. In addition, a tenporary Performance Audit
Advisory Conmittee is created with the Director of the Ofice of
Fi nanci al Managenent serving as the Chair.

Wiile there is no question about the commtnent of all parties,
i ncludi ng nmyself, to conduct a creditable and tinely performance audit
of transportation prograns, | have vetoed subsections (3) through (7)
in order to provide maximum flexibility to the Advisory Conmmttee to
manage the audit as effectively as possible within the avail able
dollars. This veto will permt an audit schedule that w Il produce
substantive results for consideration by the Legislature the 1998
Sessi on. The audit activities outlined in the vetoed provisos can
serve as guidance, rather than limts, for the Commttee as they start
their deliberations. The veto of these subsections does not preclude
the Advisory Commttee from addressing the sane issues, but it does
allow the Commttee to adjust the scope and enphasis of the audit
activities as information i s devel oped by the consultants and commttee
staff.

These two sections direct agencies that spend transportation funds
to submt their budget requests and strategic plans to the Ofice of
Fi nanci al Managenent (OFM and t he Legi sl ative Transportati on Commttee
at the sane tine. Al agency budget requests are public docunents, and
OFM routinely sends a copy of all agency budget requests to the
Legislature for review soon after they are received, naking these
sections unnecessary.
